1. The recruiting district headquarters in Tarcu Jiu (R 25/V 2) 
had jurisdiction in the Joritate of Gorj and was assigned in 
1948 to the lq Ist LD, which waslocated in Timisoara (2 16/T 91) 
and commanded by Lieutenant General Damian Rascu. 


2. The recruiting district headquarters was located in the only 
barracks installation of the torm, about 1 km east of the tom 
center, on the north side of the road to Proajba Mare (R 25/V 52). 
Besides the headquarters, ihe APACA army tailor shops, the military 
90st headquarters and the 3lst Inf tegt were located at this ine 
stallation. 


3. In Fobruary 1950, the commanding officer of the recruiting district 
headquarters was Licutenant Colonel augen Hegreanm, Uajor Vasile Stan, 
the political offiecr, was transferred to the Higher Yolitical Direc= 
torate of the ‘lar Ministry in the sumer of 1943; In the fall of 1913 , 
Lieutenant Colonel Dobrovolski , (fnu), was supply officer, Until 
Novorber 1949, Captain Maralarbie Floreseu was SIA officer. Tle wa

lh. The recruiting district headquarters comprised several sections, of 
wazich the following were remembcred: 


a. First Section: Resistration for the draft. The soction was headed 
by Lajor Nicolae Chindea until November 1949. After induction the 
files of the registered recruits were turned over to the Second 
Section. 


b. Second Section: Mobilization, training of reservists, files. 
The section ke»t the files on all members of the various classes. 
Its missions also included inductions for reservist training 
periods, preparation of induction orders in the event of mobilie 
zation, handling of discharge matters, preparation of march orders, 
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drafting of ,aard schedules for the military objects in the area of 
the recruiting district headquarters, and the custody of all the 
secret files of the headquarters. The Second Section comprised the 


following offices: 


(1) Office 3: Requisitions. Registration of motor vehicles, horses and 
horse-drawn vehicles, 


(2) Office hs: Searches. The search operations covered all persons who 
had disregarded orders of the recruiting district headquarters, 
and deserters. 


(3) Office 5: Pensions. The records of nayments to war widows, orphans 
and invalids were kent in this office, * 


Co Adjutant's office 
The .ersonal files of officers and 100s were ent at this office and 


all corresszondence was checked there, The activites of all the departe 
ments of the headquarters were supervised by the adjutant's office. 


The mili-= 
tary real estate in the area of the recruiting district headquarters 
was administered in this office,

the headquarters commany of the recruiting district headquarters was 
equipped with model ZB light machine guns, Feretta submachine guns and 
model ZB rifles. It also had a passenger car, & truck and a park of 30 to 
40 almost unusable motor vehicles dating from the war, Horse=-drawn vehicles 
were also available, 


The recruiting district headquarters was also charged with the security 
and inspection of supply installations, including the aummnition dump in 
Curtisoara (R 25/V 52); the anranition dump in Targu Carbunesti (R 23/2h/ 
V 61), which had a guard detail of its own: the ammunition dump in Budieni 
(R 25/V 51)3 the anmmition dump of the Targu viu military post, which was 
located about 809 meters north of the barracks buildinss occupied by the 
3ist Inf legt, which was resvonsible for the guard details assicned to the 
curty3 and the forage desot in Vadeni (R 25/V 52).
